which the females outnumber the males is that between fifteen and twenty, the number of 
females being 13,567, and of males 8,845. The quinquennial period 20-25 years 
furnishes the largest number of both male and female emigrants — 17,912 males'^ and 
15,997 females, or 31‘1 per cent, of the entire number of emigrants. 

Of the 55,893 males who emigrated, 7,791, or 14' 1 per cent, were returned as married 
or widowers, and of the 53,523 females enumerated, 10,304 or 19-3 per cent, were 
described as married or widows. Of the 22,412 males and females between the age,s of 
15 and 20, only 72 were married. 

Of the 108,724 natives of Ireland who emigrated in 1883, 98,623, or 907 per cent 
went to the Colonies or to Foreign Countries; and 10,101, or 9-3 per cent., tp Great 
Britain. _ The United States of America in 1883, absorbed 79,798, or 73*4 per cent, of 
the entire number of emigrants, compared with an average of 56,354, or 727 per 
cent, on the four preceding years. The numbers to New Zealand, decreased from 3,166 
in 1879, to 1,477 in 1880, and from 492 in 1881, to 380 in 1882,but rose to 1,656 in 1883. 
Emigration to Canada shows a very large increase in 1883, compared with 1882, the 
numbers being 11,070 in 1883, and 7,268 in 1882, The emigrants to Austraha ia 
1883, numbered 6,009, against 4,614 in 1882, 2,795 in 1881, 2,576 in 1880, and 3,052 in 
1879. Of the 90 persons to “Other Countries,” 41-went to Buenos Ayres, 34 to South 
Africa, 11 to France, and 4 to Asia. 

Of the 79,798 emigrants to the United States in 1883, Munster contributed 21,167, 
Ulster 18,032, Connaught 23,318, and Leinster 17,281. Munster also contributed 3,057 of 
the 6,009 who left for Australia. Connaught furnished the largest contingent to Canada 
—4,353 out of a total of 11,070, while Ulster contributed 4,001, and 691 out of the 
1,656 for New Zealand. 

As before stated, 10,101 persons left Ireland in 1883 with the intention of settlino- 
permanently in Great Britain— 5,334 for England and "Wales, and 4,767 for Scotland, the 
averages for the four preceding years being 6,886, and 5,695, respectively — in the case of 
England and Wales exhibiting a large decrease. More than one-half— 2,774— of the 
number who went to England and Wales were Munster people, and of the 4,767 who 
went to Scotland, no less than 4,364 were from the Province of Ulster, 1,566 of these 
being natives of the County^Antrim, 

It may be well to add that the enumerators are instructed to make a return for each 
passenger ship which may sail from any port within their district, and that by 
“ emigrant” is to be understood a person who leaves Ireland with the intention of settling 
elsewhere.
